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Elba Theatre receives $25,000 check from

The historic Elba Theatre 
received a breath of new life 
on Friday, July 19, as Re- 
storation 154 board 
members accepted a 
$25,000 grant to continue 
remodeling the once neg- 
lected downtown building. 

According to board 
member Justin Maddox, 
Restoration154 is a non- 
profit organization that 

funds community projects 

around Elba. He said the or- 
ganization bought the the- 
atre back in 2011 and has 
been working to renovate it 
since. 

Restoration 154 began 
working with the Fox The- 
atre Institute [FTI] in 2018, 
when the FTI hosted a 
workshop in Elba. 

“We decided to lead a 
workshop here about a year 
ago,” said Leigh Burns, di- 
rector of FTI. “Then, this 
past year they [Restoration 
154] applied for a grant, and 
we did fund it.” 

During the presentation 
ceremony, Burns said this is 
the first time her organiza- 
tion has awarded a grant to 
a theatre outside of Georgia, 


where the Fox Theatre is lo- 
cated. 

“For us, one of the big 
factors was that they had

public and private partner- 
ships,” Burns said. “Not 
only did they have private 
money, but they had public 


money. There’s also a great 
deal of community enthusi- 
asm from the mayor and the 
council and from Main

Maddox said Restoration 
154’s pitch for the grant 
centered around the the- 


of the Fox Theatre Institute [FTI] ‘came to Elba last Friday, July 19, to deliver a $25,000 check 
to the Elba Theatre, a renovation project being headed by Restoration 154. Leigh Burn, director of FTI, said the grant 


check to the Elba Theatre marked the first time FTI had funded a project outside of Georgia. Plans for the grant monies 
are to use the funds for structure reinforcement and basic utilities for the downtown Elba building.

Elba City Council takes step forward with paving 
project for Hawkins-Williams Recreation Park

Hawkins-Williams Park, 
the recreation area that 
‘houses _ baseball/softball 
fields, a playground, and ar- 
chery range for the City of 
Elba, got one step closer 
Monday night, July 22, to 
better access into the park 
and parking. 

The Elba City Council 
voted unanimously to enter 
into a contract with South- 
em Engineering Solutions 
of Andalusia, Ala. to allow 
that company to solicit bids 
and quotes for the paving of 
the Hawkins-Williams en- 
trance and parking lot. The 
approved contract with 
Southern Engineering in- 
cluded $18,000 for engi- 
neering design services on 
this project as well as 
another $10,000 for other 
consultation expenses asso- 
ciated with the project as it 
continues. 

All council members 
were present with the ex- 
ception of District One 
councilperson Rolanda 
Jones. 

After several discussions 
on the matter for the past 
few months, the council 
also voted Monday night to 
move forward with fulfill- 
ing the city’s need of a new 
garbage truck. 

Mayor Mickey Murdock 
said the city had most re- 
cently been in discussions 
with the City of Opp regard- 
ing its trucks, and Opp had 
recommended a consultant 
to look at Elba’s actual 
needs for the new truck to 
best suit its purposes and 


During the Elba City 
Council meeting held 
Monday evening, July 22, 
Police Lt. Russ Young re- 
ported the loss of another 
officer to the county sher- 
iff’s office, 

Recently, Chief Leslie 
Hussey had announced the 
hire of a new dispatcher to 
assist the department, but 
Young reported Monday 
night that the new dis- 
patcher already had left 
the department. He said 
family matters was the 
reason behind this loss. 

Young said the dis- 
patcher has a sick child, 
and she decided it best to 
stay at home to look after 
that child. 

Young also said the de- 
partment had lost another 
officer to the sheriff’s de- 
partment since the last re- 
port to council members. 
This continues to be a re- 


give the city its best option 
for use as long as possible. 

After looking into sug- 
gestions made by the con- 
sultant, Murdock said the 
city had found a garbage 
truck that could be pur- 
chased on the national bid 
list from the HGAC cooper- 
ative purchasing program 
for right at $200,000. He 
said this truck would have a 
body built with better qual- 
ity steel than previous 
trucks the city has owned, 
according to the specifica- 
tions of the truck.

’ volving issue as the county 
appears offer a better 
pay/benefits package for 
officers. 

Young did note, ho- 
wever, that paperwork had 
been filed this week to re- 
hire a former Elba Police 
Officers interested in re- 
turning to the department. 
He said once all paper- 
work is completed that Of- 
ficer Van Simmons should 
return to duty in Elba. 

Also, he said the depart- 
ment is looking at sending 
two new recruits to the po- 
lice academy in Sep- 
tember. Should those two 
recruits complete the 
academy and no other of- 
ficers leave the depart- 
ment, Young said that 
would finally have the de- 
partment at minimum ca- 
pacity for a full staff for 
the first time in a long 
while. 


Murdock said garbage 
trucks had been lasting ap- 
proximately five years for 
the city before needing to be 
replaced, and he hoped this 
new truck with the sturdier 
build would last even 
longer. 

Council members ap- 
proved a motion to allow 
the mayor to enter into an 
agreement with HGAC to 
purchase a garbage truck 
not to exceed $200,340. 

The mayor said it would 


take approximately 90 days

atre’s cultural and historical 
value. 

“We told them about the 
historic significance of the 
theater which is something 
we want to embrace,” he 
said. 

Maddox talked about the 
hard times the theatre and 
Elba have already endured. 
Specifically, he said that the 
three floods in the last 30 
years had each damaged the 
town and its historic theatre. 

“This theatre saw all that, 
and it has been used for 
storage for years,” Maddox 
said. “Bringing it back as a 
community facility or cul- 
tural arts facility, giving 
people a place to come and 
spend time together right 
here in downtown is an ex- 
citing thought.” 

According to Maddox 
this $25,000 will be spent 
on structure reinforcement 
and basic utilities like elec- 
tricity and air conditioning. 
In Restoration 154’s plan, 
this is phase one. 

“Phase one will show us 
a functioning, usable build- 
ing,” Maddox said. “We'll

Coppage’s store sells a ‘lot 
of clothing, and she said 
that a lot of the customers 
over the weekend were 
either kids needing new t- 
shirts and jeans or teachers 
filling their wardrobes for 
the new year. And many of 
those customers were from 
out of state. 

“We pulled in tons of traf- 
fic from other towns,” Cop- 
page said. “We saw people 
from as far as Georgia, Flor- 
ida, and some came from 
the Auburn-Opelika area.” 

According to Coppage, 
the reason for the increase 
in sales over the weekend is 
pretty simple. 

“They know they’ve got 
to buy it,” she said. “So, 
they take advantage of not 
having to pay taxes on the 
stuff that they know they 
have to get anyway.” 

The back-to-school tax- 
free weekend has become 
such a huge retail sales 
weekend for Coppage that 
she extends her store hours 
throughout that weekend 
each year to give her cus- 
tomers more time to shop.

The storm missed us last week and thankfully didn’t do as 
much damage in Louisiana as had been feared. All of South 
Alabama needed the extra rain but neither we, nor anyone 
else, needed it in bunches like bananas, This summer will 
be drier than usual, we are told, and of course hotter. Yet if 
reading between the lines means anything, we don’t expect 
the summer of 2019 in the Wiregrass to be a major disaster. 


It has been 50 years since the Apollo landing on the moon 
July 20th, 1969! When someone said “SOth anniversary of 
first moon landing” we had to count fingers on both hands 
— twice —to fully satisfy ourselves that it had really been 50 
years. This backs up the often heard saying of, “Times flies 
when you are having fun.” Each time we read something 
about that endeavor, some additional tidbit of information 
(although useless to us) crops up to help replay the build- 
up and the first moon walk, What awes us is trying to follow 
the technical planning, mapping and executing the flight 
pattern that flew a space ship from the surface of one fast 
moving planet (in Florida) to a pre-selected spot on the face 
of Ole Man Moon, another fast moving body in the vast uni- 
verse. 


Part of our amazement with the plotting of the travel path 
for the space ship springs from an earlier experience. In our 
previous life with the U. S. Army, helicopters were our 
breakfast, lunch and supper.

night’s meeting was a 
downtown lights project, at 
least to the point of testing 
the idea to be sure it is 
something the city wants to 
do to make the downtown 
area more attractive. 

The idea for this project is 
to have strands of lights 
flowing above the streets 
around the courthouse 
square from the courthouse 
side of the road to the mer- 
chant side in a “V’ pattern. 

The mayor said it was es- 
timated that one set of the 
lights to cover on side of the 
courthouse square would 
cost approximately $2,700. 
To get the four sets to cover 
all sides of the square, the 
approximate cost would be 
$10,800. He added that it 
had also been discussed to 
include the next block past 
the square to the area of the 
Methodist Church, and that 
would increase the overall 
cost to approximately 
$16,000 for all. 

Brunson made a motion 
with a second from Maddox 
to initially purchase one set

the square] for $2,700, and 
for the idea to be evaluated 
further after getting those 
lights up to be sure it is 
something that all want to 
move forward with from 
that point. 

This motion passed unan- 
imously. 

In looking at the city’s fi- 
nancials Monday night, the 
mayor said he was well 
pleased with the report at 
this point in the fiscal year. 

“Our revenues continue to 
do well this year,” Murdock. 
said. “A very positive 
number this report reflects is 
a 6 percent increase in sales 
tax revenue. That is a very 
optimistic number for us.”

Coffee County Commissioners vote 
to continue support of Coffee County 
Community Corrections Program

During the Coffee County 
Commission meeting held 
Monday, July 22, in New 
Brockton, Ala., commis- 
sioners heard an update on 
the Coffee County Com- 
munity Corrections pro- 


gram. 

Cheryl Leatherwood, di- 
rector of the program, ad- 
dressed commissioners and 
said the program, which 
now covers the counties of 
Dale, Coffee, Pike, Barbour, 
and Bullock currently has a 
total of 187 participants 
with 54 of those being in 
Coffee County. She said 
most of the cases the pro- 
gram deals with are drug-re- 
lated. 

The program offers in- 
mates convicted of non-vio- 
lent crimes an alternative to 
serving time in prison. 
Leatherwood said the pro-

gram’s funding allows it to 
help the inmates while also 
helping the local corrections 
facilities. 

“Just this week, we will 
be sending four people from 
Coffee County to Birming- 
ham to receive treatment,” 
Leatherwood said. “Drug 
treatment is hard, and 28- 
day programs are many 
times not enough. They 
need long term treatment 
and we can help get that for 
our participants.” 

Leatherwood said her 
only intent in addressing 
commissioners on Monday 
morning was to receive a 
letter of support from the 
commission for the Coffee 
County Community Correc- 
tions program so it could 
continue its services in the 
county. 

Commissioners voted 
unanimously to continue 
supporting this program. 

The Coffee County Com- 
mission next meets on Mon- 
day, Aug. 12, at 9 a.m. in the 
community room’ of the 
county complex in New 
Brockton.

Elba High science teacher Phillip Smith finds 


different, creative w

Phillip Smith, a science 
teacher at Elba High School, 
spent most of his summer 
painting his new classroom. 
Inspirational quotes now 
line the walls, and his adja- 


cent lab is covered with sci- 
entific equations and 
theories. 


But before he mentioned 
any of his own work in this 
classroom, Smith brought 
out a small painted rock. It’s 
smooth stone, and it fits 
easily into the palm of his 
hand. On one side, there is a 
little tree painted in front of 
a field of tiny stars. Smith 
said he had his students 
paint rocks near the end of 
the year last year, and that 
the instructions were simple. 

“J just got them to paint a 
rock,” he said. “That’s the 
only instructions I ‘gave 
them.” 

Some of the rocks are 
monochromatic; some just 
have names or slogans on 
them. Yet a few of them 
have been painted by stu- 
dents with meticulous 
brush-work. They are the re- 
sult of focus, talent, and ob- 
vious skill. 

According to Smith the 
rock with the tree was 
painted by a student who 
struggled occasionally in the 
classroom. She had to be re- 
minded to pay attention in 
class. And Smith said this 
taught him something. 

“They've all got talents,” 
he said. “It doesn’t have to 
be science.” 

For a long time, Smith, 
age 48, did not even use his 
talent for science.

His first jobs out of col- 
lege were in business man- 
agement, specifically, 
restaurant management. 
Smith said he worked in the 
restaurant business for 15 
years and didn’t enjoy much 
of it. He was irritated by 
employees who would 
show up late, receive a 
warning, be late again and 
be confused as to why they 
were fired. 

“Eventually my wife got 
tired of me coming home 
mad every day,” Smith said. 
“She was like, “Why don’t 
you just go back to school 
and be a teacher like you 
wanted to a long time 
ago?’” 

So, he went back to 
school. After graduating he 
began teaching in the Ozark 
City school system. A few 
years later Smith decided to 
take a job offer at Elba High 
School because it was a lot 
closer to where he lives. He 
was hired as a science 


assignment from him. He says it serves as a reminder to 
him that every student has talents and it does not always 


have to be science.

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teacher for seventh through 
ninth grades and as a foot- 
ball and basketball coach. 

This coming school year 
will be Smith’s ninth year 
teaching, and his sixth year 
at Elba. This year he has 
also decided to resign from 
his coaching positions. 

“Coaching is, to me, 
another way to reach kids, 
but my passion and every- 
thing is in the classroom,” 
he said. 

Judging by the work 
Smith has done to his phys- 
ical classroom, that state- 
ment could almost be taken 
literally. By applying for 
and receiving grants, Smith 
has been able to buy paint, 
furniture and lab supplies 
for the upcoming year. Last 
year, he covered the walls 
of his lab with formulas, 
equations and a massive 
periodic table. 

“I wanted stuff on the 
wall so that, if [the students] 
were just standing there 
looking around at stuff on 
the wall, they were taking 
something in that was 
science,” Smith said. 

Smith said when he was 
considering this job in Elba, 
the lab was a really impor- 
tant factor for him. He 
wanted to be able to give his 
students a place to do hands- 
on experiments and have 
fun with the material they 
were studying. 

“It almost worked too 
good because they were so 
excited every time we went 
to lab that it’s hard for them 
to get the lesson,” he said. 

To help future students 
work through this, Smith 
has started partnering with 
the science teachers at the 
elementary school to bring 
the younger students to the 
lab once a month. Then, by 
the time the students take 
Smith’s class in the seventh 
grade, they already know 
what to do. 

And that’s just the lab. 

The other half of Smith’s 
science center is his class- 
room. Formerly the football 
team’s film room, Smith 
moved into the room con- 
nected to his lab this year. 

Now, fish tanks, inspira- 
tional messages, a few lava 
lamps and some bean bag 
chairs compliment the tradi- 
tional desks and white 
board. According to Smith, 
the whole idea for the room 
is that it can change a 
class’s dynamic. 

“This classroom is sup- 
posed to be lot about posi- 
tive motivation,” he said. 
“A lot of times in class, 
somebody’s acting a-fool or 
eomethine vou cet on to 


them, but the ones who are 
really doing what they are 
supposed to, you don’t 
really say a whole lot to 
them because they’re doing 
what they’re supposed to.” 

The couches and bean 
bag chairs in the back of the 
room are flexible seating 
and are intended to be a're- 
ward for students who have — 
at least a B in the class. 

“It’s supposed to be a 
positive reinforcement 
whereas we usually just use 
the negative.” Smith said. 
“We'll see how that works 
out.” 

The largest message that 
Smith painted on the wall is 
what he calls his philoso- 
phy. It reads: “Get by or get 
better,” and Smith said this 
is something he goes over 
with his students on day 
one. 

“Every day, when you 
open your eyes, you have a 
decision to make,” he said. 
“You can either get by or 
get better; that’s it. I’m not 
talking about school; it 
could be anything. It could 
be personal life; it could be 
sports, academics, wha- 
tever. At the end of the day, 
when you go to bed, if you 
didn’t get better at some- 
thing, you just got by.” 

Right now, Smith is get- 
ting better at a lot of things. 

On top of his job as a 
teacher, Smith also runs 
marathons and is currently 
training for a triathlon. Both 
of his daughters got married 
last year, and he will soon 
be a grandfather. 

“T try to give [my stu- 
dents] an example,” he said. 
“I’m 48-years-old. Within 
the past year I’ve run like 
three marathons. I run spar- 
tan races, and it hurts the 
next day.” 

Not only that, Smith 
would also like to update 
the outdoor classroom al- 
ready at the high school. He 
said that by installing solar 
panels, wind turbines and a 
small greenhouse it would 
give the students more op- 
portunities to learn in a 
hands-on environment. 

Ultimately, Smith said he 
is always looking for more 
ways to engage and excite 
his students. 

“My real big pitch to 
them is to hang on because 
there’s going to be some- 
thing that you like.” he said. 
“It’s not all going to be fig- 
uring the distance and the 
speed and all that physics 
stuff, and it’s not all the 
periodic table. But it is fun 
stuff. Sometimes it’s just 
painting a rock.”
